By his laſt will, dated the 2d of December, 1585, he orders 
his body to be interred with ſuch decent-and eomely funeral, 
as appertaineth to his eſtate: And that the teſtament of his 
father, Sir Edward Windſor, Knt. Lord Windſor, whereof he, 
with John Talbot, Eſq; were executors, be performed in every 
article. He bequeaths to his brother Harry, his heir apparent, 
all his plate, . apparel, armor, chatels, leaſes, vtencills, 
and houſehold ſtuff, whatſoever, within the realm of England. 
He alſo bequeaths, in acknowledgment of his bounden duty 
and thankfulneſs to the Queen's majeſty (Queen Elizabeth) 
for her moſt gracious favours, at ſundry times beſtowed upon 
him, the croſs of diamonds, willed and bequeathed to her 
majeſty by his father; alſo one other jewell, full as good, or 
better, as a token of his loyalty and affection to her majeſty, 
with theſe words engraven in the ſame, Dator non Donum, 
wiſhing his ability could extend to a greater gift; but, not- 
withſtanding, he humbly beſeeches her majeſty to accept the 
ſame; and his very loving friend, Mr. William Cornwallis, to 
preſent it to her. He further wills, that his brother Harry 
make a ſufficient grant, of a rent- charge of fifty pounds per 
ann. out of his manor of South-Mymmes, in com. Middleſex, 
to his brather, Edward Windfor, for term of his life. And a 
like grant to his brother Andrew Windſo . 

He bequeaths to his ſiſters Margaret, and Katherine Wind- 
ſor, the ſumm of two hundred marks, to buy them jewells, 
at the time of their marriage; 'moſt heartily requeſting his 
ſaid brother, and heir, to have a brotherly care of them, and 


to augment the portions his father gave them, as far forth as 


conveniently he can, which he himſelf propoſed, if God 
ſhould lend him life.

This indiſpoſition of the King towards him was exceedingly 
encreaſed during the fitting of the parliament, after the Prince's 
return out of Spain, in which the Duke endeavoured to ap.

© Soon after his return from France, a parliament was called, 
in which he had the unhappineſs to ſee himſelf repreſented as 


the pablick grievance of the nation; and tho? he in a well 


compoſed ſpeech made anſwer to whatever objections might be 
laid to his charge, yet finding the Houſe of Commons reſolute 


in maintaining their proceedings, it ſo tranſported him, that he 


prevailed with his Majeſty to put an end to their ſitting, by an 
abrupt diffolution on the 12th of Auguſt, 1625. However, it 


being reſolved to carry on the war with Spain, he and the Earl 


Holland were ſent to the Hague to negociate a league with 


the United Provinces, againſt the Emperor and King of Spain; 


where after a month's ſtay, they returned into England. But 
whilſt he was abroad, he purchaſed a choice collection of Ara- 
bian manuſcripts, gained in remote parts, thro' the induſtry of

At the coronation of King Charles I. Feb. 2, 1625-6, he was

and the army reinforc'd to invade France. The Duke was per-

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The character of this great man, has been ſo truly | deſcribed

| ſhop of Saliſbury, in his memoirs of his own times, gives this 
account of him in the reign of King Charles II. That he 
was conſidered as one of the ableſt men that belonged to the 
court. He was the ſilenteſt and modeſteſt man, that was 
perhaps ever bred in a court. He had a clear apprehenſion, 
and diſpatched buſineſs with great method, and with ſo much 
temper, that he had no perſonal enemies: But his ſilence 
begot a jealouſy which has hung long upon him. His no- 
tions were for the court. But his fincere and incorrupt way 
of managing the concerns of the Treaſury, created in all 
people a very high eſteem for him. He loved gaming the 
moſt of any man of buſineſs I ever knew; and gave one rea- 
ſon for it, becauſe it delivered him from the obligation to talk 
much.

advantage. On Feb. 17, 1 Ed. VI. he was elected a Knight 
Companion of the moſtnoble order of the Garter, at a chapter 
held in the Tower of London, and was inſtalied at Windſor 
the 22d of May following. On the 4th of March, 1546, being 
ſtyled Knight of the Garter, and principal Secretary, he was 
commiſſion'd to fix the boundaries in the marches of Bolloign ;

Peter ad Vincula, in the 32d year of King Edward the firſt. 7 
The King by his writ, directed to Henry de Gildefotd, com- 
mands him to certify immediately under his ſeal, how it came 
to paſs, that he, together with the other juſtices his aſſoeiates, 
appointed to hold Common Pleas in the ifland of Jerſey, took 
into the King's hands the mannor of St. Clement in that iſland, 
belonging to the Abbot of mount St. Michael. In purſuance - 
' whereof the ſaid Henry de Gildeford, tranſmitted the record and 
protecting as fass m on TOMS ER, 2466 POORFL 
The King by his Attorney Geffrey de Memgrant, ſued the 
Abbot of mount St. Michael, and his convent, for the mannor 
of St. Clement, with the lands and tenements to the fame be- 
| longing, of which the King's Grandfather was ſeized in fee, 
who gave it to Peter de Peverell for his life, Aſter whoſe de- 
ceaſe, the fame Abbots predeceſſors, took poſſeſſion thereof, 
and held the fame. The ſaid Abbot and convent by their ſub- 
ſtitute, ſay, that they and their predeceſſors, time out of mind, 
viz. from the days of Richard Duke of Normandy, anceſtor to 
William the Conqueror, held the ſaid mannor, without diſtur- 
bance. But they give not this as an anſwer. to the Juſtices, | 
vho are nat impowered by their commiſſion to aſk, ſue or call, 
for what belongs to other perſons; neither in their commiſſions, 
are any ſuch clauſes or powers contained. The aforeſaid Geffry, 
who ſues for the King, ſays, that the Juſtices by their commiſ- 
Hon in the ſeat of -uſtice, repreſent the King's perſon, and have 
power to aſk, ſue for and call, for what —_ to the King or 
his anceſtors, in what manner ſoever poſſeſſed or injuriouſſy 
- withheld. Furthermore he ſays, that King John, Grandfather 
of our Lord the King, being in poſſeſſion thereof, gave it to 
Peter de Peverill for his life, as before is ſaid.

This Sir Reginald de Carteret died before the ſecond year 
of King Edward II. and left iſſue three ſons, John, Philip, and 
Jeffery, as the records and inquiſitions ſhew; though in ſeve= 
ral pedigrees, Philip is made to be the eldeſt ſon, which is nat 
likely, as the other is named firſt.in the records. SF 
In 2 Edw. II. the King recites*, That upon complaint againſt 
the ſubſtitutes of Otes de Grandiſon, that the inhabitants of 
the iſlands of Jerſey and Guernſey had ſuffered great injuries 


and damages by them, as by their petition appears. And in- 
clining to redreſs their grievances, he had aſſigned juſtices to 


inquire into them, &c. Whereupon John de Carteret, Philip

Our hiſtories, - about this time, are full of the triumphs and 
ſucceſſes of King Edward the third; ſo that the French were 
in no condition to give any diſturbance to the iſland of Jer- 
ſey, & c. But towards the latter end of King Edward the third's 
reign the French again greatly retrieved their affairs, Bertrand 
de Gueſclin, Conſtable of France, famous for his many vifto- 
ries over the Engliſh, paſt ſuddenly from Bretagne into Jerſey, 
with an army of 10, ooo men, and therein the Duke of Bour- 
bon, and the flower of the French chivalry. He had obſerv'd, 
ſays the author of his life ?, that the ſituation 79 and 
| Guernſey very much favoured the deſcents of the Engliſh into 
Bretagne, where the war had ſpread, and raged as hot as in 
France, and where he himſelf then was, warring againſt the

Richard Fermour, his brother, having been bred a merchant 
of the ſtaple of Calais, raiſed a noble fortune, and ſettled him- 
ſelf at Eſton-Nefton juxta Touceſter, in Northamptonſhire, 
which, together with the hundred and manor of Touceſter, 
he had purchaſed, as alſo many fair lands and royalties in that 
county, at which ſeat he lived many years with great ſplendot 
and hoſpitality. But being a very zealous Römaniſt, and not 
complying with the frequent alterations in religion, introduced by 
King Henry VIII. he changed his ce e charity for 
thoſe of his opinion, and fell under that King's heavy. diſ- 
pleaſure, for conveying relief to one Nicholas Thayne, for- 
merly his Confeſſor, and at that time a cloſe priſoner in the 
gaol of Buckingham, although nothing was ever legally proved 
againſt him, except that he had ſent him 8 d. and a couple of 
ſhirts. But his own great wealth, and his falſe friend Cromwet 
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Earl of Eſſex, the King's Vicar-General, were powerful in- 
centives to his ruin; and being ® found guilty of a præmunire, 
His whole eſtate, both real and perſona}, was ſeized on for the 
King's uſe, and executed with ſuch ſtrictneſs and ſeverity, that 
nothing was left him or his family, x. 
One of our hiſtorians, living in 8 writes, that he 
was a rich and wealthy man, and of good eſtimation in the 
city, but for relieving certain traiterous perſons, who denied 
the King's ſupremacy, he was committed to the Marſhalſea, in 
July, 32 Hen. VIII. and after, in Weſtminſter-Hall, was ar- 
raigned, and attainted in a præmunire, and loſt all his eſtate.

A Ccording to the Scoth hiſtorians *, this illuſtrious family

Sir David Graham, was alſo a great patron of the liberties 
21 his country, after the Abdication of John Baliol, and. a 
ſtrenuous oppoſer of King Edward I, of England; for | which, 
when that: Prince offer d an el to ſuch of the Scots na- 
tion as would ſubmit to him, Sir David was one of thoſe few 
who were particularly excepted. As he was a great patriot of 
his country, ſo he was a very zealous loyaliſt in behalf of King 
Robert Bruce, upon whoſe. acceſſion to the throne, he had di- 
vers grants of lands, in conſideration of his good and faithful 
ſervices before that time performed. He exchanged his lands 
of Cardroſs in Dumbartonſhire with King Robert, for the lands 
of Old Montroſe in the county of Forfar. This Sir David was 
alſo one of thoſe Barons who in 1320 wrote that letter to the 
Pope, aſſerting the independency of Scotland, wherein they 
highly extol King Robert Bruce, as the nation's glorious deli- 
verer, and the preſerver of the liberties of the people; in which 
famous record the ſeal of this noble perſon is ſtill entire. 
Sir David his ſon, was one of the Magnates Scotiz appointed 
to treat with the Engliſh touching the redemption of King Da- 
vid Bruce, when he was taken priſoner at the battle of Durham, 
in 1346.

On the murder of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, the Houſe of 
Commons ordered their members, Juſtices of the Peace for the 
county of Middleſex, to take the examinations touching the 
plot and conſpiracy againſt his Majeſty's perſon äànd govern- 
ment, whereof Sir William Pulteney was one. n 
The fate of that unfortunate gentleman did not deter him 
from the ſervice of his country; but induced him to be more 
active in the diſcovery of the plot, and preventing a Popiſh 
ſucceſſor.

But I return to John Wallop beforementioned, who being 
poſſeſſed of the manor-houſe of Farley, be made it his chief 
reſidence, as it was of his deſcendants, till it was burnt in ann. 
1667; and was rebuilt in 1733, by the now Earl of Portſ- 
2 . This, John Wallop was Sheriff of the county of 
Southampton in 33 Hen. 6th, as alſo in the 1ſt year of King 
Edward 4th. And in the 12th year of that King “ was choſen 
. with Sir Maurice Berkley, Knights for the ſaid county, in the 
parliament then held. He was buried in the chancel of the 
church of Farley, * where there is yet remaining a tomb erected 
to his memory, covered with black marble, exhibiting the figures 
of a gentleman and his wife in the habit of the times, engraved 
on braſs, with labels proceding out of their mouths. But the 
inſcription and all the braſs plates were taken away in the time « 
of the civil war, when the houſe of Farley was made a garti- 
_ ſon for the parliament. And the church of Farley being in a

7th, and the ſame year 
was one of the principal gentlemen of that county certified 
to the King, to have eſtate ſufficient to be one of the Knights 
of the Bath, which were to be made at the marriage of Prince 
Arthur, the King's eldeſt ſon; but he had not that honour con-

— Hampton of Old Stoke in com. Southamp. Eſq; _ 
I The ſaid Elizabeth by her laſt will and teſtament, bearing 
date 10 Sept. 21 Hen, 7th, orders her body to be buried in 
the pariſh church of Farley, near the ſepulchre of Richard 
Willop, Eſq; her late huſband; and that her executors pro- 
vide prieſts to ſay maſs for her ſoul in the church of Farley, 
the Priory of St. Mary Magdalen of Wynteney in the county 
of Southampton, and in the Univerſity of Oxford: © She be- 
queathed to the maintaining the lights and other ornaments in 
the churches of Farley, and Old Stoke, ſuch money as ſhould 
ariſe by the ſale of 100 ſheep; and was a benefactreſs to the 
churches of St. Michael Baſingſtoke, Over-Wallop, and ſeve- 
ral other churches; and bequeaths a legacy to Gyles, ſon of 
Stephen Wallop, to provide for his being brought up a Prieſt. 
To the ſaid Sir Richard Wallop, Eſq; ſucceeded Robert, his 
next brother and heir, who was afterwards 'knighted. Whieh 
Sir Robert Wallop, Knt. was Sheriff of the county off South- 
ampton, in the firſt of King Henry VII. alſo in the 7th and 15th 
years of that King. In 5 Hen. VIII. 5 this Robert Wallop was 
* nominated by Act of Parliament, as one of the moſt diſcreet per- 
"ſons, Juſtices of the peace (as the words of the Act are) for aſ- 
ſeſſing and collecting a ſubſidy of 163, ooo J. by a Poll Tax. 
He made his will on Auguſt 22, 1529, 21 Hen. VIII. but he 
did not die till ſix years after, as ſhould ſeem by the probate 
thereof, which bears date June 16, 1535, 27 H. VIII. 
He thereby ordered his body to be buried in the church of 
Farley, within the chancel, next to his father's tomb; and be- 
queathed to the mother church of St. Swithin's 10s. and 20 8. 
more, becauſe he was a brother of the chapter-houſe there. And

Williams, Captain of Guyſnes, with 1900 choſen men, on 
midſummer - day paſſed the Low Country of Picardy unto the caſ- 
dle of Hardingham, which they aſſaulted; and Sir John Wallop, 
with his men, entered the ditch, and ſetting up ladders to the 
Alle, une olmbedaip; but Waere rpultsd. e the French 
coming up with 2000 horſe and 2000 foot, the Engliſh being 
weary, retired in good order to their fortreſſs 
In 18 Hen. VIII. the King ſent him not only to the Princes 
of Germany, to exhort them to join againſt the Turks, but al- 
foto Mary Queen of Hungary, to comfort her for the loſs of her 
huſband j adding withal fuch aſupply of money, as might teſti- 
fy his zeal to that cauſe was greater than theirs, who by kin- 
dired and neighbourhood were more concerned therein. The 
year after he was with Sigiſmund King of Poland, to animate 
him to join "againſt the Turks, which King in his letter to 
Thomas Wolſey, Archbiſhop of York, ſtiles him, the magni- 
ficent Sir John Wallop, great Mareſchal of Calais. In 20 H. 
VIII. he obtained * the office of Ranger of the park at Ditton, 
and Steward. of the manor, for life; and on 23 June, 22 Hf. VIII. 
was t conſtituted Lieutenant of the caſtle of Calais. In 25 H. 
VIII. I find him * ambaſſador to the French King, and conti- 
nuing at that court, Ammo 1535, 27 H. VIII. He was or- 
dered to expoſtulate with the French Monarch, for giving his 
Advice to the Germans to on the ſupremacy af the Biſhop of 
* Rome, and to ſhew him the book wrote againſt it by Dr. Sam- 
ſon, Dean of the chapel to King Henry VIII. and to incline 
him to the King's opinion in eccleſiaſtical affairs. Alſo was or- 
dered to attend Francis the French King at his interview with 
the Pope at Marſeilles, who then married his niece to the Duke 
of Orleans.

were inſtalled with him, who had been elected on the 24h of 
April. Mr. Aſhmole, who wrote the Hiſtory of the Order of 
the Garter, did alſo intend to write the Hiſtory of the Lives of 
that moſt noble Order; but his deſign ? being repreſented (as he 
. complains) through the wrong end of the per ſpestive, by the Chan- 
cellor of the Order, to King Charles the Second, and the Knights 
Companions, he received fo great diſcouragement *, as cauſed him to 
wave it. In his collections this Sir John Wallop is mentioned 
to have been Ambaſſador to the Emperor, to the Kings of 
France, Portugal, Hungary, and Poland. And was twice 
Commiſſioner with the 122 Cobham, and others, for deli- 
vering of Hoſtages in King Edward the Sixth's time, concern- 
ing the treaty of Valloigne.

From this remarkable period, the War- 
wick family, before very conſiderable, roſe through a ſeries of 
ſucceſſive great men, the Earls of this line, to ſuch a pitch f 
grandeur, that they became at laſt almoſt too great for ſubjects. 
Upon the death of her brother, Iſabel became Counteſs of 
Warwick, in her own right, but having before that time entered 
into a holy ſtate of life in the nunnery of Cokehill, which ſhe 
bherſelf had founded, did not take upon herſelf the title; nei- 
„ ther did William her huſband,. according to the cuſtom of thoſe 
times, aſſume the title of Earl: Wherefore their eldeſt ſon, Wil- 
liam de Beauchamp, had the title of Earl of Warwick, while 
his parents were yet alive. William, the father, died in the 
54th of King Henry III. 1269: But when Iſabel died does not 
appear. Beſides William de Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, 
they left three other ſons, Walter de Beauchamp, of Alceſter, - 
2 whoſe iſſue I ſhall particularly treat; as Sir Fulk Grevile, the 
firſt Lord Brooke, was by Elizabeth the heireſs aforementioned 5 
lineally deſcended; and from him inherited the manor of Alceſ- 
ter.) John de Beauchamp of Holt, anceſtor of the Lord Beau- 
champ ef Kydermynſter; James de Beauchamp, who left no 
iſſue, and two daughters. ME Ge i ee, 
William de Beauchamp was in right of his mother, Earl of 
Warwick, Baron of Hanſlape, and Chamberlain to the King 
in his Exchequer ; and in right of his father, Baron of Elmley, 
hereditary conſtable of the caſtle of Worceſter, and bereditary 
Sheriff of that county. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf among the 
great men of his time, by the eminent ſervices he rendtred the 
e dez. Bar, volt L. p. 295, e 
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cron; having been almoſt conſtantly e eee 
military, under Edward the Firſt, for twenty-ſix years of the 
reign of that King. In 2 Edw: I. he was ſent, with other great 
Lords to the borders of Wales, to hear and redreſs the wrong 
and treſpaſſes committed in thoſe parts, contrary to the form of 
peace, which had been concluded between King Henry the IIId. 
© and Lewelline Prince of Wales. In 4 Edw. I. he was made 
Captain General of all the King's forces in Cheſhire and Lan- 
Caſhire, for the defence of thoſe counties againſt the incurſions 
of the Welch. Upon ſundry occaſions he aſſiſted in perſon in 
King Edward's wars againſt that principality, and did ſingular 
5 ſervice; particularly in 23 Edw. I. when by ſtratagem he rout- 
eld a ſtrong body of the Welch near Montgomery. He like- 
wiſe ſerved the King in his Wars in Scotland ; and. with John 
Earl of Surrey, in 24 Fdw. I. defeated the whole Scotch army 
gat Dunbar, and took the town. In the 25th of Edward I. he 
was ſummoned to attend the King into Flanders; but upon far- 
ther confideration was left behind, and made one of the gover- 
nors of Prince Edward, then a minor, whom the King had con- 
ſtituted his Lieutenant during his abſence, Before the end of 
the fame year, he was appointed to march with Prince Edward, 

- againſt the Scots; but it does not appear that either the Prince 
bor the Earl of Warwick went upon that expedition, which prov- 
dc extremely unfortunate : For through the miſconduct of the 

 , "Engliſh Generals, as well as by the valour and military ſkill of 

the famous Sir William Wallace, the Engliſh army was almoſt 
totally deſtroyed in Scotland. In the 26th of King Edward the 
Firſt, 1298, he died; leaving by Maud his wife (eldeſt of the 
e and heirs of Richard Fitz-John, ſon of John Fitz- 
Geffrey Juſtice of Ireland) one ſon, Guy, fo named in honour 
of the famous Guy Earl of Warwick, in the time of the Saxons, 
and hve daughters. s.

Guy de Beauchamp Earl of Warwick, in the fame year his 
father died, attended the King into Scotland, and aſſiſted at the 
famous battle of Falkirk, where he behaved ſo well, that in 
reward of his conduct and valour, the King gave him all the 
caſtles and lands of Geffrey de Mowbray lying in that Kingdom, 
excepting the Lordſhips of Okeford and Roxborough : Like- 
wiſe all the lands of John de Strivelin, and the caſtle of Amef- 
feld, and the lands of Drungrey. He was ſent into Scotland at

* to carry him to the King upon amicable terms; the Earl 
of Warwick with a body of armed men came upon them by 
ſurprize, took him out of their hands, and brought him to War- 


wick caſtle: And having conſulted with thoſe about him, what

was proper to be done, carried him thence to Blacklow hill, about 
a mile to the north of Warwick, and cut off his head. The 


King never forgave this: And four years after (9 Edw. II.) the 


Earl in the prime of his life, being then about 40 years of age, 
ended his days at Warwick caſtle, by poiſon, as it was generally 


thought. By Alice his wife, daughter to Ralph de Toeny, of 


Flamſted in Hertfordſhire, and heir to Robert her brother, he left

Thomas de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, was born at War- 
wick caſtle, and but two years of age when his father died. 


Hugh le Deſpenſer, the great favourite of Edward the Second, 
obtained the wardſhip of this great ſubject: But afterwards, in 


I Edw. III. Roger Lord Mortimer had the cuſtody of Warwick

caſtle, and all his lands; and twelve years after, the Earl mar- 


ried Catharine Mortimer, daughter of that Lord. The Kings 
out of ſpecial favour, gave him livery of his lands (3 Edw. III.) 
before he was of age; and in the year afterwards admitted him 
to the Sheriffship of Worceſter, which was his by inheritance. 
As alſo to his hereditary office of Chamberlain in the exchequer. - 

About this time he began his military ſervices, which he carried 
on without interruption, and with great renown to the end of 
his life. But as the great actions by which he diſtinguiſned 
himſelf during the warlike reign of King Edward the Third, are 


too numerous to be all particularly related here, I ſhall only 


mention a few of the moſt remarkable. He was one of the 
chief commanders who under the Black Prince led up the van 
of the Engliſh army in the famous battle of Crefſy.

nor did his valour there gain him only renown ; for he himfelf

ner, had no leſs than eight thouſand pounds for his ranſum; an 
_ immenſe ſum in thoſe days. In reward of his military ſervices, 
he was conftituted Marſhal of England; and had an annual al- 


lowance of one thouſand marks out of the King's Exchequer. 5 


He was likewiſe one of the founders of the moſt noble Order of 
the Garter. In 37 Edw. III. he attended Prince Edward into 
SGaſcony; and with a train of 300 horſe conſiſting of Knights, 
Eſquires, archers and ſervants, made a progreſs: into remoter 
parts, where he ſpent three years in warring againſt the Infidels 


and Pagans, In his return he brought with him the fon of the 
King of Lithuania, who was chriſtened at London by the name 
of Thomas, he himſelf ſtanding godfather. His ardour for mi- 


| - Iitary atchievements abroad, did not hinder him from diſtinggiſh- | 


ing himſelf by his buildings and pious and liberal donations at = 
ers rebuilrthe walle-of Warwick caſtle, (which in Eart 


| Mauduit's time had been demoliſhed) adding ſtrong gates, ang 


fortifying the gateways with embattled towers. He likewiſe 
built a Booth-hall in the market place of Warwick, and made 


the town toll - free. This great man was now of an age, that 


might have excuſed: him from any farther fatigues in war; yet 


In the 43d of King Edward III. hearing the Engliſh army under 
© the conduct of the Duke of Lancaſter, and — Hereford, lay 
periſhing with famine and peſtilence in their camp near Calais, 


and yet declined fighting with the French, who preſſed them 


cloſe; old as he then was, he got together haſtily ſome choice 
troops, and ſailing for Calais, by his bare appearance diſperſed 
the French, and relieved the Engliſh army. Not ſatisfied with 


this, he purſued them in their retreat, and waſted the coun- 


try all round Calais. But there this great man was ſeized 
with the peſtilenee, of which he died the 1 3th of November, 


over, and buried in the choir of the collegiate church in War- 
wick.

which were finiſhed in the year 1394. In the mean while the 
King having at laſt, by the means of his wicked miniſters, 

brought about the murder of his own uncle the good Duke of. 
Glouceſter, ſought how to. free himſelf of this great Earl, who 
notwithſtanding the peaceable and inoffenſive retirement in which. 

| he lived, was {till an object of his reſentment and jealouſy. He

Richard de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, afterwards Earl of 
' - Albemarle, and Lord Viſcount Liſle, was one of the moſt e 
minent of the line of Beauchamp. At the age of nineteen he 
was made Knight of the Bath, and at twenty-three, Knight of 
the moſt noble Order of the Garter. In his younger years he 
acquired immortal fame by his chivalry, travelling over Europe, 
in queſt of exploits: Nor was he afterwards leſs renowned for 
his military conduct and valour, the detail of which is too long 
to inſert. \ Henry the Fifth knew ſo well his diſtinguifhed merit, 
that by Will he appointed him the tutelage of his ſon till the 
age of ſixteen ; which, immediately after the King's death, was 
confirmed by parliament. In conſequence thereof he was called 
from France, (where he ſerved as one of the principal com- 
manders under the Duke of Bedford, Regent of that hy woe, 
to take upon him the government of the young King. But of 
ſuch importance was his military ſervice to the nation, that af- |

illuſtrious family in the male line, was little more than fourteen - 


years of age when his father died, and lived but to the age of 3

to Richard, the cruel Duke of Glouceſter, who had Killed; the 
Prince her hufband, in cool blood, after the battle of Tewkeſ- 
bury; and who, when he became King, poiſoned her, that he 
miglit ſecure himſelf upon the throne, by marrying the daugh- 
tteer of the late King Edward his brother, To King Richard, 
her ſecond huſband, this Anne bore a ſon, who died in his infancy. 
Richard Fitl of Warwick having thus fallen in the, battle of 
Barnet, leſt the Counteſs his widow in extream diſtreſs. The 
_ vaſt inheritance of the Warwick family was taken from her by 
authority of Parliament; and, as if ſhe had been * dead, 
Was given to her two daughters, her heirs, Iſabel, and Anne 
aforementioned.

This Fulke, afterwards Sir Fulke, having been brought to 
court when very young, by bis uncle, Robert Grevile, who 
was then a ſervant to Queen Elizabeth; had ſoon the honour 
to be admitted into the ſervice of that Princeſs, in a . ſtation 
ſuitable to his age and birth. So early an introduction into one 


of the moſt polite and learned courts then in Europe, gave him 
an opportunity of improving his taſte and genius, which were 


by nature good; and of cultivating by times, a friendſhip with 


thoſe, who either were, or who after became eminent in life: 


But of all the young men of quality, who then made a figure 
at court, his kinſman, the celebrated Sir Philip Sidney, was his 
darling. From bis earlieſt youth he lived the companion and 
friend of that great man; and when he died wrote his life. 


I The paſſion which chiefly prevailed among the youth of ſpirit 


at that time, was to go to foreign courts in the train of am- 
baſſadors; to aſſiſt at ſieges or battles under the conduct of fa- 


mous generals; or to ſail to the Eaſt or Weſt- Indies, in hopes 
of making diſcoveries of new countries, or conqueſts upon the 


Spaniards. On the other hand, Queen Elizabeth conſtantly 
diſcouraged thoſe rr egular ſallies of ambition 3 28 ſhe knew. that 


if they were indulged beyond what the ſervice of the public 
cee the kingdom might thereby be deprived of the braveſt

ſuhjects, and ſhe of her moſt. valuable ſervants. Sir Fulke, 
Whoſe ambition to acquire honour or improvement in foreign 
countries, was equal to that of any of his age and rank, not 
being able to obtain leave from his royal miſtreſs to go abroad 
ſo often as he deſired, was bold enough to make ſeveral at- 
tempts to go, without her leave. But on all thoſe occaſions, 
he was either recalled before he got out of England, or on his 
return, was received in ſuch a manner as was moſt proper to 
mortify him; being ſometimes made to live in her court (as. he 
aimſelf ſays). a ſpectacle of disfarour, tos long, as be conceived.

He was of ſo much the more conſequence to his 
arty, that by him they had the caſtle of Warwick, which, 
y being ſituated in the heart of England, and fortified by na- 
ture, proved a moſt convenient place of arms, and one of the 
ſtrongeſt of their gariſons.

Lord Brooke having, in conſequence of a commiſſion from 
the Parliament, in the months of June and July 1642, ar- 
rayed the militia of the counties of Warwick and Stafford, 
repaired to London, to procure artillery and military ſtores for 
his caſtle; but before he went, he conſtituted Sir Edward Peito, 
of Cheſterton, Governor, and left with him one or two pieces 
of ſmall cannon, and what muſkets and ammunition: he could 
ſpare. On his return with a ſuitable. train of artillery, he was 
met by the Earl of Northampton, at Edge-Hill, with a con- 
ſiderable body of troops. The two Lords at firft prepared for 
action; but (ſays the author of the manuſcript above-mention-- 
ed) to prevent the effuſion of blood, it was at laſt agreed be- 
tween them, that Lord Brooke ſhould return back to Banbury 
with his ordnance, and that neither of them ſhould fetch it from 
thence, without giving the other three days notice. However 
that may be, Lord Northampton, on Lord Brooke's return to 
London, came up to Banbury with a powerful body of horſe 
and foot, ſurpriſed the caſtle, and carried off the cannon. - He 
was no ſooner maſter of this artillery, than he marched to War-

filed off towards Shrewſbury, and thence to the borders of Ox- 
ford and Warwickſhire, prepared to follow them. But as his 
heavy carriages, from the badneſs of the roads, and backward- 
neſs of the people in that country, to furniſh horſes, could 


not be made to keep up with the army, it was thought pro- N 


per the Lord Brooke ſhould go on to Warwick, and from 
thence ſend ſupplies of ammunition to meet the army on their 
march. He arrived at that place the 22d of October: The 
day following he ſent from the magazines of the caſtle ſome 


cart- loads of ammunition for the army, which the night be- 
fore had come up to Kineton, within two miles of Edge- hill, 


where the King's army then lay. Lord Brooke having thus 
diſpatched his carriages, ſet out about one of the clock the ſame 
day, to join the army. But while he was on the road the en- 
gagement began; which he was ſoon informed of, by the crowds 
who fled on the firſt charge of the King's horſe. He prevailed 
with many to return with him, and making what haſte he could 
to join the battle, arrived in time to have ſome ſhare, perſonally, 
in the ſucceſs of the day, and in keeping the field the night 


following. His own regiment had marched with the Gene- 
ral f, and was one of thoſe that fought in the right-wing, which 


entirely broke the left of the King's army. The next day, in 
the evening, the Earl of Eſſex, the reſt of the nobility, and

Not long after the battle, viz, January 7, 1642-3, the Lord 
Brooke was appointed General, and Commander in Chief (un- 
der the Earl of Eſſex) of the aſſociated counties of Warwick 
and Stafford, and the parts adjacent. 8 In conſequence of this 
commiſſion, having cleared Warwickſhire of all oppoſition, he 
advanced into Staffordſhire ; and hearing that Lord Cheſter- 
field, with about 300 rs under his command, was in poſ- 
ſeſ̃on of Litchfield, reſolved, in the firſt place, to diſlodge 
them. He therefore took a troop of reformados, and 400 foot, 
which he had from London; to which he added 100 out of 
Warwick Caſtle, 200 out of Coventry, and about 300 of the 
moſt forward of the country, who came and offered themſelves; 
à A troop of horſe ſent him by Sir John Gell, and 100 dragoons, 
in all, about 1200 ſtrong ; with thoſe, and one Demi-Culve- 
rin, and ſome ſmall Drakes, he advanced, and came before the 
town of Litchfield on Wedneſday the firſt of March. After 
ſome hot, but ſhort ſervice, he obliged Lord Cheſterfield to 
leave the town, and retire into the cloſe (or yard belonging to 
the miniſter) a place, which by the ſtrength of the walls, and 
its fituation, was more - defenſible. While his ſoldiers were 
aſſaulting this place, and particularly St. Chad's church, thereto 
adjoining, Lord Brooke having withdrawn into a houſe, to 
give directions; as he was looking out of the window for that 
purpoſe, a muſket bullet ſtruck him in the right N eye, of which 
ks immediately died. His ſoldiers were fo exaſperated at his
